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The Dominion Bureau of Statiatias some time ago began the collection of mon- 
thly data on current trends in wholesale trade. Through the co-operation of some two 
hundred large wholesale houses operating in nine lines of trade, monthly data have been 
secured from September, 1934. For some years the Bureau has published monthly data for 


oles of chain and department stores, This series will provide somewhat similar monthly 


data for wholesale trade. 


Sales of the wholesale houses which are furnishing the monthly reports con- 
stitute generally between 40 and 50 per cent of the business of all wholesale firms in 
the same trades. 


Kinds of business included in this monthly survey represent staple lines of 
wholesale trade. For those who wish to relate the monthly figures to the annual reports 
on wholesale trade, the following definitions are given:- 


Automotive trade includes automotive equipment and automotive parts. 
Drug trade includes drugs and drug sundries. 
Clothing trade includes clothing and furnishings. 


Footwear trade includes shoes and other footwear. 


Dry Goods trade includes dry goods and piece goods. 

Fruits and Vezetableg trade includes fruits and vegetables (fresh). 
Groceries trade includes groceries (general line). 

Hardware trade includes hardware (general and specialty). 

Tobacco and Confectionsry trade includes cigars, cigarettes and toaacco and 


tobacco and confectionery trade. 


Monthly reports on wholesale trade are secured from regular wholesale houses 
and are compiled according to kinds of business. While many wholesale houses restrict 
their trade to a few commodity lines, others, particularly in the hardware field, handle 
many commodities. Some wholesale automotive dealers also act as distributors for radios. 


i The statistics for wholesale trades cannot, therefore, be taken as entirely indicative of 
sales by commodities. 


Changes in Value of Sales During 1935 


Preliminary totals for the year show an increase of 5.3 per cent in the com- 
bined sales of all firms reporting compared with the sales of the same firms in 1934. 
The gains by kinds of business ranged from 2.0 per cent for dry goods to 8.0 per cent for 
footwear. 


Sombined sales of all firms by provinces show that sales in the Maritime 
Provinces were maintained at ths level of the preceding year, The remainimg divisions 


showed gains ranging from 3.6 per cent for firms in Ontario to &.6 per cent for those in

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CURRENT TRENDS IN WHOLESALE TRADE, FEBRUARY, 1936 


Wholesale trade in Canada was 3.9 per cent higher in value in 
Pebruary, 1936, than in the corresponding month in 1935, according to a 
report issued by the Bureau of Statistics and based upon monthly returns 
secured from some 200 regular wholesale houses Operating in nine 
moiterent lines of trade. In comparison with the increase of 3.9 per 
cent in the value of wholesale trade, retail sales were 6.8 per cent 
higher in February, as compared with a year ago, increases in both cases 
being largely due to the extra business day this year. 


Percentage increases in combined sales for all wholesale trade 
were recorded for all economic divisions of the country. Im British 
Columbia the increase was 16.6 per cent; in the Maritime Provinces, 9.9 
per cent; in Quebec, 3.5 per cent; in COtacion 2.6) per, cent: and in the 
meairie Provinces’, 1:5 per cent’. 


Wholesale trade in grocery products was 8.0 per cent higher in 
value in February, 1936, as compared with last year; tobacco and 
confectionery increased by 6.3 per cent, footwear by 4.9 per cent and 
drugs by 3.6 per cent. Dealers in fruits and vegetables reported a 
decline of 4.2 per cent, while minor changes were recorded for each of 
the other groups for which figures are shown in the attached table»

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CURRENT TRENDS IN WHOLESALE TRADE, MARCH, 1956 


Wholesale trade in Canada in March, 1930, shows a gain of 
4.9 per cent in value over the amount recorded in the same month last 
year according to figures secured from approximately 200 regular whole- 
sale houses operating in nine different lines of trade. Totals for the 
first three months of 1936 show a gain of 4.5 per cent in value of bus- 
iness over that of the first quarter in 1935. 


Percentage increases for the wholesale trade as a whole are 
recorded in March, 1936, for all economic divisions of the country. In 
British Columbia the increase was 9.4 per cent; in the Prairie Provin- 
ces, 6.4 per cent; in Quebec, 6.0 per cent; in the Maritime Provinces, 
Bere per enti, and, in: Ontario, 1.6 per cent. 


Increases are also recorded for each of the individual lines 
of business for which. figures are shown. Sales of automotive equipment 
dealers registered an increase in value of 8.5 per cent over March, 
1935; the footwear group shows an increase of 7.9 per cent; fruits and 
vegetables, 6.5 per cent; hardware, 6.3 per cent, and clothing, 6.3 per 
cent. Minor percentage increases were recorded for each of the other 
groups. 


Value of inventory as on March 31, 1956, was 4.7 per cent 
higher than on the corresponding date last year. Percentage changes in 
inventory value ranged from an increase of 15.5 per cent in the case of 
the tobacco and confectionery group to a minor decrease of .9 per cent 
in the clothing group.

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CURRENT TRENDS IN WHOLESALE TRADE, APRIL, 1936. 


In continuation of the upward movement in wholesale business over last year, 
the value of wholesale trade increased 7.2 per cent in April, 1936, over April, 1955, 
according to reports submitted by approximately 200 wholesale houses operating in nine 
different lines of business. March sales showed an increase of 5,0 per cent over the 
corresponding month last year. February sales were up 5.7 per cent and those of January 
were up 4,4 per cent as compared with a year ago, 


While increases were recorded in all economic divisions of the country, 
British Columbia again reports the greatest improvement in April sales with an increase of 
15.6 per cent over last year. The other economic divisions with corresponding percentage 
increases are as follows: Ontario, 42.6 per cent; Quebec, 47.1 per cent; Prairie 
Provinces, 48.0 per cent, and Maritime Provinces, 411.7 per cent. 


Eight of the nine kind-of=business groups for which figures are shown in 
the table registered increases in April business as compared with last year, the increases 
ranging from 2.5 per cent for fruit and vegetables to 11.4 per cent for hardware. Whole- 
sale trade in footwear was down by 7.9 per cent. 


The wholesale grocery trade reported marked gains in British Columbia, the 
Prairie Provinces, Quebec and the Maritime Provinces. Sales in Ontario were down by 0.7 
per cent. 


Value of inventory as on April 30, 1936 was 5.5 per cent higher than on 
the corresponding date last year. Percentage changes for the various groups ranged from 
a decrease of 4.0 per cent in the case of automotive equipment to a pronounced increase 
of 61.4 per cent for tobacco and confectionery.

CURRENT TRENDS IN WHOLESALE TRADE, MAY, 1936 


Value of wholesale trade in May showed an improvement of 4,2 per cent over 
that recorded for the same month last year according to reports submitted by approxima- 
tely 200 wholesale houses operating in nine different lines of business. The May 
increase, while smaller than the 6.6 per cent gain recorded in April, 1956, over last 
year, is about equal to the average percentage gain for the first five months of the 
current year as compared with the corresponding five-month period of 1935, 


British Columbia continues to report the greatest improvement with a gain of 
11.7 per cent in May as compared with a year ago. The Prairie Provinces were up by 4,0 
per cent; Quebec showed an improvement of 5.7 per cent, and Ontario, 3.0 per cent. 
Wholesale trade in the Maritime Provinces was down slightly in May, being approximately 
one per cent below the 1935 figure, 


Improvement in wholesale trade was general for all lines of business, the 
increases over May, 1935, ranging from 2 per cent for groceries to a maximum of 11.6 
per cent for automotive equipment. Footwear was up 11.0 per cent; hardware, 8.3 per 
cent; and tobacco and confectionery showed an increase over last year of 5.9 per cent, 


The wholesale grocery trade reported gains over last year in British Colum- 
bia, the Prairie Provinces and the Maritime Provinces but reported recessions as 
compared with May of last year in Ontario and Quebec, 


Value of inventory as on May 51, 1956, was 7.0 per cent higher than on the 
corresponding date a year ago. Percentage changes in inventory for the various groups 
ranged from a decrease of 5.1 per cent for automotive equipment to an increase of 25.5 
per cent for footwear,

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CURRENT TRENDS IN WHOLESALE TRADE, JUNE, 1936 


According to reports submitted by approximately 200 wholesale firms operating 
in nine different lines of business, the value of wholesale trade in June, 1936, 
increased 12.1 per cent over June, 1935. Sales in the second quarter (April, May and 
June) of 1936 show a gain of 7.8 per cent over the corresponding three-month period of 
last year. 


For June, 1936, increases in wholesale sales were recorded in all economic 
divisions of the Dominion ranging from 17.7 per cent in the Maritime Provinces to 9.8 per 
cent in Ontario. Quebec shows an increase of 16.7 per cent; British Columbia, 12.5 per 
cent, and in the Prairie Provinces the increase was 10,2 per cent. 


| Substantial increases were shown for each line of business for June, 1936, 
Compared with the same month in the preceding year. Fruits and vegetables showed a gain 
(of 22.3 per cent; Footwear, 19.0 per cent; Hardware, 16.8 per cent. The smallest in- 
crease, 8.4 per cent, was shown for Dry Goods, The grocery trade, which had gains of 
7.8 per cent in April and 2.0 per cent in May, shows a further advance of 8.5 per cent 
for June. 


For the three-month period, increases were recorded for all lines of trade in 
Canada as a whole and in each economic division except Ontario, where a Slight falling 
off was shown in the footwear trade, 


The values of inventory as on June 30, 1936, was 6.1 per cent higher than at 
the end of June, 1935. Percentage Changes ranged from an increase of 23.9 per cent in the 
Fruit and vegetable trade to a decrease of 5-9 per cent in the Automotive equipment trade. 
All other groups, except Clothing, showed higher inventories at the end of June. The de- 
crease in value of inventory was 1.7 per cent for the Clothing group.

Wholesale trade in Canada in July showed a marked increase in 
value of sales over the corresponding month of 1935. According to reports 
submitted by approximately 200 wholesale houses operating in nine differ- 
ent lines of business, sales were 9.5 per (cont. Migher than in) July, '1935. 
This gain is the highest for any month in the current year, excepting June, 
when the increase was 12.0 per cent: 


Percentage increases in combined sales for all wholesale trade 
were registered for all economic divisions of the Dominion. In British 
Columbia, the gain was 16.7 per cent; in the Prairie Provinces, 9.4 per 
cent; in the Maritime Provinces, 9.0 per cent; in Ontario, 8.6 per cent, 
end in Quebec, 6.5 per cent. 


Seven of the nine kind-of-business groups for which figures 
are shown registered increases in July over July of last year. The in- 
creases ranged from 18.0 per cent in the Fruit and Vegetable group to 1.9 
per cent in the Tobacco and Confectionery group. The Grocery trade re- 
corded its greatest improvement for any month this year with a gain of 
10.4 per cent over July, 1935. Decreases of 3.4 per cent in the Clothing 
trade and 0.7 per cent in the Dry Goods trade were reported. by firms in 
those lines of business. 


The value of inventories for all kinds of business combined as 
on July 51, 1936, was 7.9 per cent higher than on the same date last year. 
The percentage changes ranged from a gain of 16.5 in Fruits and Vegetables 
to an increase of 3.6 in the Hardware trade.

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CURRENT TRENDS IN WHOLESALE TRADE, AUGUST, 1936 


The value of wholesale sales in Canada for August was 6.4 per 
cent higher than in August, 1935, according to reports submitted by almost 
200 wholesale houses operating in nine different lines of business. 


While increases in combined sales were recorded for all economic 
divisions of the Dominion, the greatest improvement was shown in the 
Prairie Provinces with a gain of 11.2 per cent. Percentage increases for 
the other economic divisions were as follows: 7.4 per cent in the Mari- 
times, 5.9 per cent in British Columbia, 3.4 per cent in Ontario, and in 
Quebec the gain was 2.5 per cent. 


Seven of the nine kind-of-business groups for which figures are 
shown in the table registered increases in August over the corresponding 
month last year. The Tobacco and Confectionery group was the only group 
to show a decrease, Drugs remaining unchanged. The increases ranged from 
15.4 per cent in the Fruits and Vegetables trade, which also showed the 
largest gain in July, to 2.5 per cent in the Dry Goods trade. An increase 
of 15.4 per cent was also recorded for the Footwear group, and the Grocery 
trade, which has shown an improvement for every month of the current year, 
again shows an increase of 6.1 per cent. 


The value of inventories for all lines of trade combined, as on 
August 31, 1936, was 9.2 per cent higher than on the corresponding date 
last year. The highest increase recorded was in the Fruits and Vegetables 
group, which showed a gain of 29.0 per cent, while the smallest increase, 
or &.1 per cent, was registered by the Hardware trade. 
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CURRENT TRENDS iN WHOLESALE TRADE, SEPTEMBER, 1936 


Marked improvement in wholesale trade in Canada in 1935 as com- 
pared with last year is refiected in monthly returns received from approxi- 
mately 200 wholesale houses whose aggregate sales for September of this 
year were 13.2 per cent higher than in the same month a year ago. This in- 
provement is a continuation and extension of the advances indicated in each 
of the monthly comparisons of this year with last and results in total 
sales for the third quarter of the current year showing an increase of 9.6 
per cent over the same period in 1935. Sales in the second quarter of 1936 
Mere 7.8 per cent higher than last year while, in the first quarter, a 
smaller gain of 4.5 per cent was recorded. 


Gains were registered in each of the nine lines of business in- 
eluded in this survey and ranged from an increase of 26.2 per cent for the 
footwear trade to 3.4 per cent for the clothing trade. The grocery trade, 
which has reported an increase over 1965 in each of the monthly comparisons 
to date, registered a further advance of 10.7 per cent in September over 
the same month last year, this gain being the greatest recorded by this 
group for any month thus far. 


‘7 While gains over last year were generally reported, relative 
improvement over last year was not uniform for all provinces. The Prairie 
Provinces reported the greatest gain over September of last year with an 
increase of 18.2 per cent; the Maritime Provinces and British Columbia 
came next with gains of 14.2 per cent and 14.1 per cent respectively, fol- 

lowed by increases of 10.5 per cent and 8.5 per cent in Ontario and Quebec. 


The value of inveptory as on September 30th, 1936, was 7.1 per 
cent higher than on the same date last year. Hach line of business showed 
an increase in inventory value excepting the clothing trade, which showed 
@ slight decrease. This kind of business also recorded the smallest gain 
mo value of sales. 


The attached table, in addition to giving data for each of nine 
specified kind-of-business groupings, also shows percentage changes in 

sales and inventory under the caption "Wholesale Trade". It should be noted 
that the figures given under this heading are composites derived from the 
data reported for each of the nine kind-of-business groupings only and do

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CURRENT TRENDS IN WHOLESALE TRADE, OCTOBER, 1936 


The dollar value of wholesale trade in Canada for October, 1936, 
showed an increase of 9.8 per cent over the corresponding period of 1935, 
according to monthly returns secured from almost 200 wholesale houses oper- 
ating in nine different lines of business. 


Increases ranging from 40.4 per cent in the footwear trade to 6.6 
per cent in the grocery trade were recorded for seven kind-of-business 
groups while slight decreases were registered in the Clothing and Tobacco 
and Confectionery trades. The Hardware trade showed its greatest gain for 
any month this year with an increase of 24.8 per cent and the Grocery 
trade, which has reported increases for every month of the current year, 
again shows a gain of 6.6 per cent. 


Combined sales of all reporting firms by provinces or economic 
divisions for October, 1936, show the following percentage increases when 
compared with the same month last year: The Prairie Provinces, 14.4 per 
cent; British Columbia, 10.1 per cent; The Maritime Provinces, 10.0- per. 
cent, and Ontario and Quebec, 6.1 and 7.5 per cent respectively. ah 


The value of inventory as on October 31, 1936, was 9.9 per cent 
higher than on the corresponding date of the preceding year, and by kinds 
of business the percentage changes range from an increase of 40.2 per cent 
in the Fruits and Vegetables trade to a decrease of 5.8 per cent in the 
Footwear trade. The inventory value of the Clothing trade remained un- 
changed.

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CURRENT TRENDS IN WHOLESALE TRADE, NOVEMBER, 1936 
The dollar value of wholesale trade in Canada in November, 1936, 
showed an increase of 5.9 per cent over the corresponding month of 1935, 
according to reports submitted by almost 200 wholesale houses operating in 
nine different lines of trade. 


While results presented separately by economic divisions indicate 
that sales in November, as compared with November a year ago, increased in 
all sections of the Dominion, the greatest improvement was shown for Bri-~ 
tish Columbia with a gain of 12.8 per cent. The Maritime Provinces 
reported an increase of 8.7 per cent; Quebec, 6.4 per cent; Ontario, 5.3 
per cent; and the Prairie Provinces, which showed the largest gain in 
October with 14.4 per cent, reported an increase of only 2.9 per cent in 
November over November, 1935. 


Increases were recorded in seven kind-of-business groups ranging 
from 0.5 per cent in the fruit and vegetable trade to 18.4 per cent in the 
automotive trade. The hardware trade, which reported an improvement of 
25.0 per cent in October, shows a gain for November of 13.0 per cent over 
the corresponding period of 1935. a slight decrease was reported in the 
clothing trade. The footwear group, which showed a gain of over 60 per 
cent in October, recorded a drop of 26.2 per cent in November as compared 
with the same month a year ago. 


The value of inventories for all kinds of business combined as on 
November 30, 1946, was 11.5 per cent higher than on the same date a year 
ago. The highest increases reported were in the fruit and vegetables trade, 
with 20.8 per cent, and in the grocery trade, with 20.4 per cent. The foot- 
wear group, which showed the largest decrease in dollar value of sales, 
reported a small gain in inventory value. 


The attached table, in addition to giving data for each of nine 
Specified kind-of-business groupings, also shows percentage changes in 
sales and inventory under the caption "Wholesale Trade*. It should be noted 
that the figures given under this heading are composites derived from the 
data reported for each of the nine kind-of-business groupings only and do 
not reflect changes in value of wholesale trade in any other lines than 
those included in this survey.

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CHANGES IN THE VALUE OF WHOLESALE TRADE, DECEMBER, 1956 


An increase of 12.5 per cent in the dollar value of wholesale 
trade in Canada in December, 1936, over December, 1945, was shown by re- 
ports submitted by almost 200 wholesale houses operating in nine different 
kinds of business. Results presented separately by economic divisions or 
provinces indicate that the dollar value of sales in December over Decem- 
ber a year ago increased in four divisions and decreased slightiy in one. 
British Columbia showed the largest gain with an increase of 26.4 per cent, 
followed by the Maritimes (which reported the largest gain in November) 


With 20.2 per cent. Figures for the Prairie Provinces showea an increase 


of 19.0 per cent and Ontario was up 10.1 per cent. Quebec sales were 


“down by 1.2 per cent. Increases in wholesale trade for December, 196, in 


British Columbia, the Prairie Provinces and the Maritimes were larger than 
for any other month in the corresponding month comparison with 19505. 


Gains were recorded in seven of the kind-of-business groups, 
ranging from 5.6 per cent in the Dry Goods trade to 54.8 per cent in the 
Hardware trade. In the Clothing group and in the Footwear group, decrea- 
ses of 5.8 per cent and 28.1 per cent respectively were reported. OL ene 
nine lines of trade for which data are secured, the Drug, Grocery and 
Hardware trades have reported increases for every month of 1936 over 1935. 


The value of inventories for all kinds of business combined as 
on December 41, 1936, was 11.9 per cent higher than on the same date a year 
ago. The highest increases reported were in the Fruit and Vegetable trade 
with 24.9 per cent and in the Grocery trade with 19.5 per cent. These two 
groups also showed the largest increase in inventory value on November 30 
compared with the corresponding date in 1935. 


Along with December sales, reporting firms were asked to submit 
their sales for the calendar year, and results compiled from these figures 
indicate that the value of wholesale sales in Canada increased 7.9 per 
cent in 1936 over 1935. To what extent this increase is cue to changes in 


jactual amount of goods sold and to a rise in wholesale price levels cannot 


be definitely stated due to the lack of price indexes so constructed as to 


l}be strictly comparable. By economic divisions, the increases for othe year 
| ranged from 4.8 per cent in Ontario to Lone per cent. in British Columbia. 
The Prairie Provinces showed a gain of 9.7 per cent; the Maritimes, o.9 


per cent, and Quebec, 6.7 per cent. When analyzed by kinds of business, 
every group shows an improvement in 1936 over 1935. The Hardware and Auto- 
motive groups both show gains of over 12 per cent, the Fruit and Vegetable 
trade almost 10 per cent, and the Drug and Grocery groups 7.o per cent. 

The remaining groups reported verying percentage gains slightly lower than 
those already mentioned. 


The attached table, in addition to giving data for each of nine 
specified kind~of-business groupings, also shows percentage changes in 
sales and inventory under the caption "Wholesale Trade". It should be not-

The dollar value of wholesale trade in Canada for January, 1937, 
showed the substantial increase of 13.0 per cent over the corresponding 
nonth of 1936 according to reports secured from almost 200 wholesale houses 
operating in nine different lines of trade. When presented separately by 
geographical regions of the Dominion, the results indicate that combined 
vholesale sales in January increased in all divisions. The Maritimes and 
3ritish Columbia showed the largest gains with increases over a year ago of 
21.2 per cent and 19.% per cent respectively. Quebec followed next with an 
increase of 14.5 per cent; Ontario sales were up 12.2 per cent, and the 
Prairie Provinces reported an increase of 9.4% per cent. ‘Gast month, the 
Maritimes had the second largest increase with a gain of 19.5 per cent, 
yhile British Columbia led with 26.3 per cent. 


All of the wholesale trade groups shown in this report had increa- 
sed sales in January over January of last year.

The 
total sales of reporting firms showed an increase of 12.5 per cent in Feb- 
ruary over the corresponding month last ysar, thus continuing the improve- 


ment recorded for every month of 1936 over the corresponding month of 1935 


end for January, 1937, over January, 1936. 


Results presented separately by economic divisions indicate that 
sales in February increased in all sections of the Dominion from February 
a year ago. The Maritimes reported the largest gain with an increase of 
‘17.2 per cent, followed by the Prairie Provinces with 13.4 per cent and 
Quebec with 13.4 per cent. Ontario sales were up 11.5 per cent and.British 
Columbia, which showed an increase last month of 20.9 per cent, indicated a 
gain of 10.1 per cent in the February comparison.

Indexes of saies for each month in 1935 were first computed on an average 1935 
basis by expressing total sales fox each month as a percentage of the average monthly 
Sales in the same year. These indexes for 1935 were then reduced to the basis of aver- 
age monthly sales in 1920, using the ratie of annual sales in 19455 to 1930 as obtained 
from the results of ths annual Census of ferchandising Establishments. The index for 
any month in 1936 was obtained by multiplying the ratio of sales in that month to the 
corresponding month in 1935 by the index for that earlier month which is now know.

Comparison of wholesale sales reported for September this year and last shows 
that increases of approximately 17 per cent for the Maritime Provinces, Quebec and 
British Columbia were modified by lesser gains of 12 per cent for Ontario and 6 per cent 
for the Prairie Provinces resulting in an average improvement of 12 per cent for the 
Dominion as a whole. Indexes of sales for Canada on the base average monthly sales in 
1930 equals 100 stand at 113.3 for September, 1937; 98,2 for August, 1937, and 101,2 
for September a year ago. These figures are based on returns submitted by approximately 
200 wholesale trading firms covering nine different lines of business, 


All trades for which figures are available shared in the improvement over Sep- 
tember last year, gains ranging from 5 per cent for the wholesale clothing trade to 24 
per cent for the footwear trade being reported. The tobacco and confectionery group was 
up by 6 per cent; the drug trade, 18 per cent; while gains for the other five trades 
(automotive equipment, dry goods, fruit and vegetables, groceries and hardware) were 
quite uniform at from 11 to 12 per cent, 


The 12 per cent increase in value of wholesale trade in September of this year 
compared with last is a continuation of only slightly smaller gains recorded in each of 
the corresponding-month comparisons this year. Quarterly totals for the period July to 
September, 1937, and covering the nine lines of trade present a 10 per cent improvement 
over the corresponding three-month period last year, Increases for the several econbmic 
divisions in the same comparison are 15 per cent for the Maritime Provinces, 16 per \ 
cent for Quebec, 8 per cent for Ontario, 3 per cent for the Prairie Provinces and 19 \ per 
cent for British Columbia.

October sales of wholesale trading houses in Canada declined 5.4 per cent 
from the high level reached in September but were still 3.3 per cent above the amount 
recorded for October a year ago according to monthly returns submitted by some 200 whole- 
sale firms covering nine different lines of trade. Cumulative figures for the first ten 
months of the year show an increase of 11.4 per cent over the same period last year. The 
index for October on the base average monthiy sales in 1930 equal: 100 stands at 107.2 
compared with 113.3 for September and 103.8 for October of last year. 


Wholesale trade in the Prairie Provinces declined 6.7 per cent below Uctober, 
1936. All other divisions reported increases which, while less marked than those for 
earlier corresponding-month comparisons, were still substantial. Percentage changes in 
wholesale sales between October of this year and last for the various economic divisions 
of the country, with corresponding comparisons for the two Septembers in brackets, are

December comparisons for the several economic divisions of the country reveal 
xed trends. WYuebec reported the best increase at 9.3 per cent; sales in the Maritimes 
lere up 4.4 per cent, and British Columbia, 3.0 per cent. The Ontario gain was similar 
‘0 that for the Dominion as a whole at O.7 per cent, while December sales in the Prairie 
irovinces were down by 6.6 per cent compared with December a year ago.

The 
gain over March this year is somewhat less than the usual seasonal increase, 
while the 6 per cent decline from April, 1937 is in continuation of earlier 
losses of 4 per cent for March and 3 per cent for February and for January 
compared with corresponding months last year. The composite index for the 
nine lines of business on the base, 1930 equals 100, stands at 89.1 for April, 
87.9 for March and 94.4 for April, 1937.

In August wholesale sales in Canada recovered most of the loss experienced in 
ly, their dollar value being approximately 9 per cent greater than the previous month. 
ir the first time this year wholesale sales were equal to those of the corresponding 
nth in 1937. This is noteworthy in view of the fact that the decline of over 7? per 
nt in July from July of last year was greater than that recorded for any month since the 
mmencement of this monthly survey three years ago. Corresponding month comparisons for 
lis year over last showed a decrease of 2.6 per cent in January, 2.8 per cent in February, 
8 per cent in March, 5.3 per cent in April, 1.0 per cent in May, 0.1 per cent in June 
d 7.6 per cent in July. The index of wholesale sales which was calculated from the 
ports of some 200 firms operating in nine different lines of trade throughout the 
minion stands at 98.2 for August (on the base 1930 equals 100) as compared with 90.0 
Ir July, 100.1 for June and 98.2 for August of last year. 


Whereas in July decreases from 1937 were registered in all lines of trade except 
e automotive group, in August five groups showed increases. The automotive trade showed 
increase of 17.6 per cent over August 1937, drugs 4.4 per cent, groceries 2.3 per cent, 
bacco and confectionery 1.2 per cent and hardware 0.4 per cent. On the other hand, the 

y goods trade was down 13.1 per cent as compared with August 1937; the footwear trade 

3 down 10.6 per cent for the same period; clothing was down 10.3 per cent and fruits and 
getables 1.7 per cent. Wholesale sales of the tobacco and confectionery trade in 1938 

ve been above those of 1937 every month with the exception of July in which there was a 
cline of 2.8 per cent from the sales of the corresponding month in the previous year. 

2 automotive trade has also been fairly regular in registering increases, having shown 

creases in only two months of the current year. On the other hand, the clothing, foot- 


ar and dry goods trades have been consistently down from 1937 while hardware showed an 
‘erease in August for the first time this year. 


Although the combined wholesale sales for Canada remained the same as August 

37 there was considerable variation in the sales of the different economic divisions 
‘the country. The Prairies showed an increase of 7.2 per cent over August 19357, and 
itish Columbia an increase of 1.2 per cent, while Quebec wholesale sales declined 8.2 
recent, the Maritimes declined 2.5 per cent and Ontario declined 1.7 per cent. Quebec 
‘olesale sales in 1938 have up to date been less than those of every corresponding month 
1937. The Maritimes sales which at the beginning of the year showed increases over 
37 have declined while the wholesale sales of the Prairies and British Columbia showed 
sreases in June as well as in August.
